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Shin  guards  for  the 
scalpers  are  being  used  at 
Camp  Walkerville,  F-26, 
Michigan,  on  the  Manistee. 
They  were  developed  by  K. 

W.  MacEay,  Camp  Superinten- 
dent. The  drawing  shows 
the  shape  of  the  shin  guards 
which  are  made  of  stove 
pipe  or  other  pliable,  light- 
weight sheet  metal.  Cait^ 
Walkerville  is  experiment ipg 
with  them  and  finds  that 
they  avoid  many  painful 
lost-time  injuries.
